Pain Is Rhythmic 
In cases o f inflammatio n o f the 
fro ntal sinu ses, pain is rhy thmic, 
that is, it co mes and go es a t regu­ 
lar intervals, rising a nd subsiding 
in its o wn pecu liar tempo . 
Pain due to infla mma tio n o f the 
maxillary sinu s do es no t ha v e this

in large do ses bo th befo re and after 
o peratio n. 
The majo rity o f cases o f acu te 
-inu s infectio n will clear u p if the 
sinu s is draining freely and treat­ 
ment with penicillin is carried o u t. 
In helping to establish drainage, 
the dru g kno wn as ephedrine hydro ­ 
chlo ride in a salt so lu tio n with o r 
witho u t the additio n o f co caine 
seems to give satisfacto ry resu lts. 
This can be u sed every two o r three 
ho u rs in an ato mizer. So metimes, 
washing the nasal passages with a 
weak alkaline so lu tio n will aid in 
getting rid o f thick secretio ns w hich 
do no t drain o u t. 
Penicillin has largely su pplanted 
the su lfo namide dru gs in the treat­ 
ment o f acu te sinu 3 infectio n. It 
can be injected lo cally into the sinu s 
o r given by injectio n into a muscle. 
It is necessary to give large do ses 
at frequ ent intervals to keep the 
amo u nt in the blo o d up to the neces­ 
sary level. 
QUESTIONS ANO ANSWERS 
B. H.: Do es the diet affect hard­ 
ening o f the arteries? What causes 
this ailment? 
Answer: So far as I kno w, there 
is no evidence that the diet affects 
hardening o f the arteries. 
The cau se o f hardening o f the 
arteries is no t kno wn, except that 
the arteries harden, in many in­ 
stances, with increasing age.

Infection in 
either of them will cause headache 
in the area just over the frontal 
sinuses but the pain varies, depend­ 
ing on which sinus is affected. 
Pain Is Rhythmic 
In cases of inflammation of the 
frontal sinuses, pain is rhythmic, 
that is, it comes and goes at regu­ 
lar intervals, rising and subsiding 
in its own peculiar tempo. 
Pain due to inflammation of the 
maxillary sinus does not have this 
rhythmic ebb and flow, but main­ 
tains a steady pressure. 
A number of methods can be used 
to determine as to when sinus infec­ 
tion is present. One of these if 
called trar.sillumination.
